Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 12.—‘ Push 
these cases to the end.” That is the spirit of 
the telegram which Merrick received this 
morning from Attorney-General Brewster at 
Newport. It is known that the Attorney- 
General is very much aroused by the mistrial 
of the star-route cases. The declaration of 
the defense that the Government will aban- 
don the cases will not be realized. There 
may be changes as to some of the counsel, 
but the work of the prosecution will proceed 
with even greater vigor than before. The 
prosecution entered upon the cases with 
but little proof. The preparations for the 
trial discovered mare proof, and the trial 
itself has sugges additional evidence. 
Neither the Attorney-General nor his trust- 
ed subordinates, Merrick and Ker, are dis- 
couraged in their efforts to bring the offend- 
ers to justice. It may be expected nas the 
star-route cases 
WILL BE AGAIN ON TRIAL 
in the same eourt, before the same Judge, at 
the October term. The defendants have ex- 
pressed the belief that if there should be a 
new trial they would not have to be 
tried by Judge Wylie. There is no 
reason to think that they could expect 
any greater leniency from any other 
member of the District judiciary, for, what- 
ever may be said of Washington jurors, 
there is no.abler or purer bench in the coun- 
try than that which is composed of Chief- 
Justice Cartter, Justices Wylie, Cox, Hagner, 
and McArthur. Judge Wylie holds the crim- 
inal term of the court until next March, and 
he intends to bring the star-route cases up 
for trial in October next. He will do this, 
netwitheanaas he has mee no vacation this 
summer, and is a pretty old man to endure 
such continuous arduous labor. Whether 
there will be any changes in the Government 
counsel is not known. 
GEORGE BLISS, WITH His $49,000 IN FEES, 
i is not generally credited with so much e

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Collapse of the Richmond (Va.) Bank«- 
ing & Insurance Company. 
Svecial Disratch to The Chicago Tribune 

Ricumonp, Va., Sept, 12.—This morning a 
stir in commercial circles was caused by a 
notice on the Richmond Banking & Insur- 
ance Company that “The President and 
Board of Directors are compelled to suspend 
business for the present. Trustees will be 
appointed, and it is confidently believed that 
depositors will receive dollar for dollar.” 
The institution was organized in 1866, and 
was at one time one of the most flourishing 
banking houses in the city. Up to today it 
was generally supposed to be in a sound 
condition. The Board of Directors are John 
B. Davis, Joseph B. Davis (son of Mr. 
John B.), Walter K. Martin, Thomas W. 
Boswell, Charlies E. Belvin, Joseph Hall, 
Charles Phillips, and John K. Childrey. Mr. 
Joseph B. Davis was Vice-President, and Mr. 
W. W. Gosden was Cashier—all well-known 
and esteemed men, The President, John B. 
Davis, isa brother of the Ilon. Henry G. 
Davis, United States Senator from West Vir- 
ginia. He states that he believes depositors 
will get dollar for dollar. President Davis 
owns Lester Manor, the celebrated “truck ”’ 
plantation.of 2,500 acres in King William 
ay Goldhill, a fine _ stock-farm 
in fanover County : his home 
plaee— W oodville—near Richmond; a 
splendid livery stable known as the Rich- 
mond Bazaar, and the Woodville cannery 
here. All his property he will convey by 
deed of trust for the benefit of the creditors. 
No statement of the affairs of the banking 
and insurance Somney could be given today. 
The amount ofdeposits was about $600,000, 
including $300,000 belonging to the State of 
Virginia. The State depositories are the 
Richmond Banki & insurance Sompany 
and the Planters’ National Bank. The capi- 
talstock of the suspended bank is $175,000, 
witha surplus of $60,000. The collapse of the 
Richmond Banking & Insurance ouspaay 
was brought about directly, it is understood, 
by some hitch in renewing the bond for the 
State deposit. Certain parties refused to go 
on the renewed bond. The oldBond remains 
in effect. The sureties are good for the State’s 
deposit, and there will be no trouble on that 
score. But the factthat the now bond was 
not given caused a rigid investigation of the 
affairs of the institution, which resulted in 
the suspension. Mr. Charles FE. Whitlock 
has been appointed Trustee for the 
banking an insurance company, 
and the necessary papers have 
been recerded in court. Mr. Davis was also 
President of the Planters’ Nationa! Bank. 
This morning Mr. Davis resigned the puvsi- 
tion and the position of Director. Uis son 
resigned also as Director, and Charles E. 
Whitlock was electéd President and James 
8. Pace Director. Both are large capitalists. 
The news, however, caused a ran for several 
hours on the Planters’ Bank, which stood it. 
Later in the day confidence was restored, 
and some depositors returned their deposits. 
The feeling is entirely easy now in banking 
circles. Davis carried ov several very large 
enterprises in canning vegetables and fruits, 
stock-raising, etc. This embarrassed him.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 12.—Specials from 
Maine show additional figures fer the Repub- 
licans, and all over the State tonight there 
are jubilanmon meetings, cannon-firing, and 
serenades to successful candidates, The 
Legislature will stand: Senate—Twenty- 
eight Republicans, three Fusion; House, 
ninety-six Republicans, fifty-two Fusion, 
three doubtful. The very latest returns to- 
night show that 204 towns give Robie 61,495, 
Plaisted 51,863; Robie’s plurality, 9,632. 
Probably no nearer estimate of the Governor 
vote will be abtained until the official vote 
is received. at Augusta. Senator Frye to- 
day received congratulations from President 
Arthur, ex-Secretary Blaine, Senator Hale, 
and many others on the victory, which is duein 
no small measure to his efforts. ‘There is 
the usual grow! among the Fusionists that 
Republican money has been freely used as a 
means to victory. But no attention is paid 
to the charge, which is not believed among 
the better class of the defeated. One thing 
is certain—Fusion In Maine ts dead, and 
Solon Chase and Them Stecr swill never 
be heard of again outside their own imme- 
diate circle. 

THE REPUBLICANS WON A GREAT VICTORY

NEW HAMPSHIRE, 
HALE NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR BY THE 
REPUBLICANS,

Concorp, N. H., Sept. 12.—The Republic- 
an State Convention resulted in the nomina- 
tion for Governor of the Hon. Samuel W. 
Hale, of Keene, on the fourth ballot. Up to 
the time of the assembling of the convention 
the Currier men were confident of success, 
but the Hale forces were so well organized 
and drilled that they proved invincibie. The 
alinost superhuman efforts that were put 
forth to defeat Mr. Male proved unavailing, 
and itis highly probable that some means 
which were used positively helped Mr. Hale’s 
chanees. The defeat of Mr. Currier is, of 
course, a sore disappointment to Manchester, 
and some threats have been made of a 
refusal to vote the ticket, but there 
seems to be a general acquiescence in the 
result, and an expressed determination from 
all sides to win a triumph and victory on the 
7th of November. Very many ot Mr. Hale’s 
bitter opponents in Cheshire County have 
already signified their intention to give him 
a cordial support, aud the general expecta- 
tion is that he will receive more Democratic 
votes in hisown county than he will lose 
from the Republican column, Altogether, 
the fight has been the most extraordinary 
one that New Hampshire has ever witnessed, 
and no doubt rests in the mind of any un- 
prejudiced Republican of the success of the 
ticket at the polls.

RESULT OF THE REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES 
HELD IN THE STATE. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago fribune, 

NEw YorK, Sept. 12.—The opponents of 
Gov. Cornell certainly do not find much con- 
solation in the results of the primaries held 
throughout the State of New York today for 
the selection of delegates to the Republican 
State Convention to be held on Wednesday 
of next week in Saratoga. The long and 
persistent howl that has been raised against 
the Governor by a portion of the press here 
has led many w believe that the fight 
over the election would simply prove 
a Waterloo for him, and that he would 
go up the greater fight on 
the 20th with a slim following. The tactics 
of the Gould-Conkling clique have not, judg- 
ing from the results of today, been as pro- 
ductive of a change of sentiment in favor of 
the Administration candidate as was auntici- 
pated, ‘There are 128 districts in the State, 
and of these, eighty-four today held their pri- 
maries for the selection of delegates to the 
State Convention. Upto l0o’elock tonight 
the returns from these districts showed that 
the result steod as foilows: Cornell, 
139; Folger, 116; Wadsworth, 37: Con- 
gressman Wood, of the Troy district, 
i3; J. HF. Starin, 8; J. CG. Robinson, 
of Broome, 6; not pledged, 4; total, 323. 
There arein the State Convention 49 dele- 
gales. 

IT WILL BE SEEN, 
therefore, that the above total of delegates 
chosen today does not equal two-thirds of 
the entire representation. There are, how- 
ever, forty-four districts, in which 173 dele- 
gates are yet to be elected. These districts 
lie largely in the central section of the State, 
while a few are in the southern tier. I¢ is 
said by the best judge of the 
political situation that Gov. Cornell will 
most certainly secure a large majority 
of the remaining 173 delegates, which will 
give him avery formidable strength upon 
entering the convention. The figures of to- 
day’s work are based upon actual results al- 
most entirely. The returnsfrom Brooklyn, 
however, are assumed. That is, it is be- 
lieved that, of the forty-six delegates from 
that city twenty-three will stand pledged to 
Cornell. ‘This assumption is a very safe one, 
as the complexion of the political situation 
there is very accurately known, The Gov- 
ernor himself believes that he will 
secure even more than -one-half of 
the entire delegation “from that city. 
In New York City Judge Folger takes the 
lead. There are still two districts to be 
heard from, returning six delegates, but up 
to this hour seventy-three of the entire dele- 
gation, which numbers seventy-nine, had 
been named, These are pledged as follows: 
Cornell, 18; Folger, 47; Wadsworth, 8; 
total, 73. 
SECRETARY FOLGER ITLL. 

Word has been received here from Geneva 
Lake, N. Y., that. Secretary Folger is sick in 
bed there, suet from the effects.of Wash- 
ington malaria. The summer climate of the 
Capital does not agree with him. The same 
letter also states that Judge Folger is most 
certainly a candidate for Governor before the 
New York Convention, and that if he receives 
the nomination he wili immediately resign 
his position as cine of the Treasury. if 
he shall be nominated he will hardly return 
again to any active connection with the 
Treasury Department. 

THE “LABOR”? GONVENTION AT BUFFALO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

BuFFAILA, N. Y., Sept. 12.—The eonvention 
called by the Trades Assembly of the State 
of New York to consider the advisability of 
putting a labor ticket in the field met in this 
city today, Only forty-six delegates, twen- 
ty-five of whom were from Buffalo, were in 
attendance. The convention organized b 
electing Joseph Delehanty, ene of the lead- 
ers in the Cohoes strike, as Chairman, and Ed- 
ward Pipe, of Albany, Secretary. Among the 
permanent committees appointed was one on 
State Organization, to be known as the State 
Labor Executive Committee, with George 
Blair, of New York, as Chairman. ‘They 
adopted a platform, the chief points of 
which were opposition te convict labor, de- 
manding the abolition of tenement-house 
cigar-factories; urging the establishment of 
a State Bureau of Labor Statistics under 
the control of labor unions: demand- 
ing the enforcement of the com- 
pulsary education act; that ten hours 
be. fixed as the limit of a day’s 
labor, the enactment of an Employers’ Liabil- 
ity act, making them liable for injuries sus- 
tained by workingmen; that money due for 
wages shall be a first lien on all products of 
labor; the repeal of all laws interfering with 
the rights of workingmen to hold mass-meet- 
ings for their own protection; urging that no 
one on whom rested the suspicion of hay- 
ing ever served a monopoly be elevated to 
judicial office ; favoring free canals; opposing 
grants of public lands to railroads; and sey- 
eral minor matters of little import. The 
convention Was so evenly divided on the 
question of whether separate political action 
should be taken or not that it was laid over 
until tomorrow. If no ticket is nominated 
the vote of the party will be about evenly 
divided between anti-monopolists and Green- 
backers. The expenses of the delegates are 
paid by the labor organizations they represent, 
and they propose to fight it out if it takes all 
summer. The convention was fairiy har- 
monious today. Tomorrow a squall is ex- 
pected.

The General Managers of the North- 
Western Lines Fall to Settle Their 
Differences—A War Between the lowa 
Pool and Northwestern Lines the 
Probable Result. 

The General Managers of the North western, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Rock Island Rail- 
roads met yesterday at the Grand Pacitic for 
the purpose of trying to effect a pool on the 
business between Chicago and St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, and thus stop the fight which 
has been going on ever since the establish- 
ment of the Albert Lea route to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. It will be remembered that at 


1 the meeting held last week for the purpose 


of effecting a reorganization of the lowa 
pool, which became necessary on account of 
the establishment of a Council Bluffs line by 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul declared its willingness to 
join the lowa pool on condition that the 
troubles regarding the St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis business should be settled first. The 
General Managers of the Northwestern, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, and Reck Island Roads 
were requested to meet and try to settle their 
differences if possible, and accordingly they 
agreed to meet yesterday to consider the for- 
mation of a pool between their roads. It was 
generally supposed that they would easily 
come to an understanding, and that a new St. 
Paul and Minneapolis pool would be organ- 
ized without much trouble. These anticipa- 
tions, however, were not realized by yester- 
day’s proceedings, and it now looks 
decidedly as if a war will have 
to be fought not only between 
the St. Paul and Minneapolis roads, 
but also between the Council Biuffs roads, 
before any satisfactory arrangement between 
the various roads can be accomplished, 
Previous to the meeting of the General Man- 
agers of the thaeé roads at the Grand Pacitic 
Hotel the General Managers of the North- 
western and Milwaukee & St. Paul, who have 
been pooling the St. Paul business for some 
years past, met at the Northwestern office 
to agree upon the propoitions to be made to 
the Rock Isiand. After along discussion 
they came to an understanding, and agreed 
to allow the Rock Island 15 per’ cent of the 
pnasapes business and 10 per cent of the 
St. Paul business. 

After this had been settled the General 
Managers and Traffic Managers of these 
roads repaired to the Grand [lacifie Hotel, 
where they met the officers of the Rock Isl- 
and. ‘There were present at this meeting S. 
S. Merrill, J. T. Clark, and W. G. Swan, of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul; Marvin Hughitt 
and H. C. Wicker, of the Northwestern; and 
R. R. Cable, ot the Rock Island. 

Mr. Cable, of the Rock Island, was in- 
formed that the Northwestern and Milwanu- 
kee & St. Paul had agreed to admit his road 
into the St. Paul and Minneapolis pool, and 
that they had decided to allow his road 15 
per cent of the Minneapolis business and 10 
per cent of the St. Paul business. 

Mr. Cable seemed to be surprised to receive 
such an offerg and indignantly asserted that 
he would never accept such a pittance of the 
business, no matter what the consequences 
might be. 

he Milwaukee & St, Paul and North west- 
ern people thought they had made a very 
liberal proposition and declared that they 
could not well see how the Rock Island 
could refuse to accept such an offer. 

Mr. Cable said that he had as good a line 
as any of them to Minneapolis and could un- 
der fair competition secure as much business 
from that point as any of them, and he would 
certainly not accept less than one-third of 
the business—334 per cent. He admitted 
that he had not as good a line as the others 
to St. Paul, but still he had a good line to 
that point also, and would,be able to divert 
considerable business from the other roads. 
He thought he was entitled to considerable 
more of the St. Paul business than the 
other roads proposed to let him have, andjhe 
would not be satisfied to accept less than 22 
percent, If the roads, he said, were willing 
to give him those percentages he would join 
the pool, otherwise he would not, 

Neither side refused to make concessions, 
and the meeting finally adjourned without 
having made any further progress. Whether 
another meeting is to be held or not will de 
ae upon the resultof the meeting of the 

owa, pool lines at the Crand~ Pacific 
Hotel today. This meeting is to try to bring 
about a reorganization of the lowa pool 
and get the Milwaukee & St. Paul to join. 
Should the Milwaukee & St. Paul adhere to 
js previous ultimatum not to join the Iowa 
| until the St. Paul and Minneapolis pool 
s formed, there will be no need ‘for fur- 
ther discussion, and a war on Council Bluffs 
as wellon St. Paul and Minneapolis will be 
the result. Still a tremendous effort will be 
made to prevent such an outcome.as a war at 
this time when the new crops are comwltne for- 
ward freely would prove very disastrous to 
all the roads in the pool. The prospects last 
evening for an amicable settlement of the 
trouble looked very poor indeed, but 
still it is likely that at the last 
moment the belligerent roads will 
become more peaceably inclined and 
make such concessions as will avoid 
a war. The Milwaukee & St. Pau! officials 
stated last evening that they did not think 
they would join the lowa neat as long as the 
Northwestern troubles were unsettled. It 
was the general opinion among the managers 
of the other roads that the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul would refuse to join the pool, and it was 
stated that a dispatch had been received from 
Cheyenne bringing the information that a 
bulletin had been posted at the Union Pacific 
depot at that point, signed by J. T. Clark, 
which set forth that the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul had decided not to join the Iowa pool. 
The Milwaukee & St. Paul people stated that 
under no circumstances would they cut the 
Council Bluff rates, and their refusal to join 
the pool need not bring about its dissolution. 
The Rock Island officials, on the other hand,

Tne forward movementef Gen. Wolseley’s 
army upon Tel-el-Kebir has began, and it is 
probable that today will witness an attack 
in force upon Arabi’s strongly-fortified posi- 
tion. The spot selected by -the Egyptian 
commander for his stand against the main 
body of the invading foe is well adapted to <le- 
fensive operations, and it is believed that a high 
order of engineering skill has been brought to 
bear to reuder the position one of exceptional 
strength.

hitherto made, the City Council has as cont- 
plete control over those railways as it has 
over any other matters of city legislation.

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DAVIS. SWEEPS THE BOARD. 

Congressman Davis succeeded in carrying 
the Republican primaries of five wards in 
the Third District yesterday, and will doubt- 
less be renominated in the convention today 
on thefirst ballot. The wards nominally car- 
ried by Davis and the votes for and against 
him were as follows: 


Total 

Davis’ majority............. 2,567 

The wards carried against Davis were the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth, where Mason 
delegations were elected. It is a singular 
fact that Mason, who has been making the 
quietest canvass of all the opposition candi- 
dates, is the only one of them to secure a 
single delegate in the convention. The votes 
in the Mason wards were as follows: 


Davis’ net majority on the face of ther 
turns is 2,119. 

Two facts stand out prominently in con- 
nection with yesterday’s primaries. ‘The 
first is that Davis carried his own ward—the 
Twelfth—and carried it fairly and squarely. 
Every precinet chose the Davis delegates. 
It is impossible that any plan of fraud could 
have been so systematic and thorough as to 
have carried every one of the nine precincts. 
In some of them two of the three judges 
were friendly to Morse, and in most of the 
others they were incorruptible, 

Another fact worthy of notice is that the 
primaries of the Eleventh Ward were as con- 
spicuously unfair, dishonest, and disgrace- 
ful as those of the Twelfth were the opposit. 
Persons.who have had experience of pri- 
maries in this city say that those of the 
Eleventh Ward yesterday surpassed in all 
the elements of corruption and degradation 
anything of the kind ever before known. 
Voters were imported by the hundred. 
Democrats, gamblers, and thieves, and 
persons known to the judges and to 
everybody else to be residents of other 
wards voted without let or hindrance. Six 
hundred and sixty-three votes.were taken in 
three hours, or at the rate of three a minute. 
When the polis closed 1,000- representative 
Republicans of the ward were shut out, and 
Davis was given the delegation by a nominal 
majority of 151, though twice that number of 
fraudulent votes were notoriously cast for 
him. The result attested in the strongest 
manner the prudence of the Dayis Congres- 
sional Committee in refusing to extend the 
hours {or the primaries in this ward, and the 
forethought of the Davis judgesin refusing 
to admit challengers or clerks to the poll. 
The Davis men intended from the start to 
steal the delegation from this ward, and they 
deliberately and unblushingly stole it. 

The feeling against Davis in the Eleventh 
Ward last night was very bitter; but much 
of it will evaporate with time. The frauds 
committed by his friends in that ward were 
superfluous, as it turns out he would have 


had a majority of one in the convention with- 
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With the Eleventh Ward Davis will have 
57 votes; necessary to a choice, 42; majority, 
15. It will be seen that Davis overreached 
himself. He could haye spared the skul- 
duggery that was resorted to on his behalf in 
the Eleventh Ward. lt may cost him a good 
many votes on election-day; it certainly will 
damage his reputation for fair-dealing. 


AN IDIOTIC VERDICT. 

Col, Ingersollis reported to have charac- 
terized the verdict in the star-route cages as 
utterly absurd, notwithstanding tne fact that 
itinereases the chances of his clients—the 
two Dorseys—to escape punishment for their 
participation in the frauds. Asa lawyer he 
could come to no other conclusion. The ver- 
dict reached by the jury was so inconsistent 
and illogical as to be farcical. In the light 
of the result the whole trial wasa tissue of 
contradictions. 

In the first place, the jury found that there 
had been a conspiracy to defraud the Govy- 
ernment, but two of the jurymen who acqul- 
esced in that view would not agree that Brady 
was a party to such a conspiracy. But a 
successful conspiracy was impossible with- 
out Brady’s connivance. Lis position as 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General gave 
him complete. contro! over the star-route 
service. ‘Shere could be no contracts, no ac- 
ceptance of bonds, no “expeditions,” or 
other changes involving increase of allow- 
ance, without his assent. There was posi- 
tive evidence that he was not circumvented 
or deceived by his subordinates, for the cases 
upon which the conspiracy was based had 
his official indorsement in the terse phrase— 
“Do it—Brady.” If Brady was innocent 
there was no conspiracy; if there was a con- 
spiracy Brady was guilty. Hence the ver- 
dict is asham so transparent and so glaring 
that even the counsel for the defendants are 
constrained to denounce it. 

The conviction of Rerdell presents two 
other contradictions. Rerdell was Dorsey’s 
private secretary, and was acting for Dorsey. 
To convict the agent and not the principal in 
a nefarious transaction is opposed to all 
theories of law and all notions of fairness. 
In the next place, Rerdell’s statement.made 
to Mr. MacVeagh while the latter was At- 
torney-General was important in establish- 
ing the conspiracy, but Mr. Mac Veagh’s evi- 
dence was taken as against Rerdeil, who 
made the statement, but not as against the 
others whom that statement criminated. 
‘Lhe only logical deduction from this phase 
of the case is that Rerdell was alone in “con- 
spiring’’ against the Government—a reductio 
ad absurdum. 

Evidence was excluded from the trial 
which would have convicted both Dorsey 
and Brady. The statute of limitations en- 
abled the defense to bar out Dorsey’s cor- 
respondence and the testimony of the Post- 
masters at Little Rock and Fort Smith, Ark., 
which would have shown that Dorsey was 
actively engaged in the preparation of bogus 
bonds and false petitions essential to the per- 
petration of the frauds, Ex-Senator Spencer, 
though stillin the employment of the Gov- 
ernment, was permitted to run away at the 
time his testimony was wanted, and the case 
went to the jury without that testimony, 
which, itis said, would have established a 
division of the spoils between Dorsey and 
Brady. 

The bribery feature is not the least ridicu- 
lous element in the case. Dickson, the fore- 
man of the jury, pretends that he was offered 
a bribe of $25,000 by an officer of the-Depart- 
ment of Justice if he would vote for the con- 
viction of Dorsey and Brady. ‘That story is 
too thin. Dickson, who is said to be a poli- 
tician, must have known that such an offer, 
if made, had some other purpose behind it. 
He must have known that no money had 
been voted by Congress for bribing the jury, 
that no such appropriation would be made, 
that the Government has no money to pay 
out except that which Congress appropriates, 
and that private individuals are not in the 

habit of donating large sums to bribe juries 
tor the benefit of the Government. Sucli a 
story coming from a juryman, along with 
the verdict rendered, only serves to increase 
the suspicion that the bribery was on the side 
of the defendants. 

The prosecution of these conspirators ought 
not to stop here. The trial has already cost 
the Government a great deal of money, and 
it will cost still more to follow it up. Never- 
theless, the matter ought not to be dropped. 
Considerable headway has been made in 
establishing a conspiracy. It will not do to 
permit the arch-conspirators to escape. If 
they have purchased temporary immunity 
by bribery, and if future escape can only be 
secured by the same means, the continued 
prosecution will at least result in. forcing 
from these men the profits of their ring, and 
that will be a severe punishment. Very few 
of the men who were concerned in the 
whisky ring had a dollar left of their enor- 
mous stealings after going through with their 
trials, and not one of the star-route conspir- 
‘ators should be allowed to escape with any 
of his booty. Itis better that it should go 
to lawyers, to witnesses, to Jurymen, and in 
the expenses of litigation than to remain in 
the hands of the men who robbed the Gov- 
ernment. The loss of the plunder will per- 
haps be the hardest punishment that can be 
dealt out to them. 
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THE GAMBLING MANIA. 

The recent drop in prices on the Board of 
Trade is calculated to stimulate speculation, 
which has been comparatively dull in pro- 
visions and breadstuffs during the summer 
season. Whether the markets go up or go 
down, it is the considerable and frequent 
variation in prices which makes an opportu. 
nity fer winning or losing money rapidly, 
When prices are conservative and steady, 
the betting process is too slow to satisfy 
gamblers, and the operations fall off, but 
when there is a prospect of quick action 
one way or the otber speculation natu- 
rally increases. Some cases in point are re- 
ported by Tue TRIBUNE this morning, which 
denote a revival of the gambling mania 
among people who cannot afford to induige 
it. One of these is a statement that a boot- 
black invested $5 a fortnight ago and yester- 
day drew out something like $1,200 “ profits”’ 
from some bucket-shop. The story is vouched 
for as true, but it would be wrong to let it 
£0 out without some explanation to protect 
the ubwary from the temptation ft 
is pretty sure to offer. It is possible 
that $5 might be increased to §$1,- 
20 within a fortnight by the continued 
risk of the entire amount of winnings made 
from day to day, or perhaps from hour to 
hour. Itis possible and just about as prob- 
able that a man might win $1,200 in a faro- 
bank by beginning with $1 and doubling and 
winning every bet. Butone process is not 
less hazardous than the other. In either case 
a single reverse would sweep away the orig- 
inal stake and all the accumulation of pre- 
vious winnimgs. If the bootbiack who start- 
ed with $5 had lost in the first instance that 
would have been the end of him as a gani- 
bier for the time being; if he had lost in any 
one of the ventures he made subsequently he 
would have been wiped out, and, even hav- 


| ing drawn out $1,200, he may be tempted to 
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risk it today Or Seine’, and ‘ts apt t 
just $5 poorer than when he started 

People of small means of regular income 
who are tempted to sveculate by the excep- 
tional instances of good luck that come to 
their ears ignore the other side of the gam- 
bling practice. The person who increases $5 
to the sum of $1,200 within a few days by 
buying or selling corn for future delivery, 
or, more properly, by betting on the future 
price of corn, does so at the expense of others 
who bet the other way. The increase ofa 
gambling fund is represented always by los- 
ings whieh others have made, To enable 
one bootblack to win $1,200 from $5, itis 
necessary that a hundred others should lose 
$5, twenty others $10, ten others $20, and half 
a dozen others $60 each. Every man, woman, 
or child who seeks to make some such gain 
as the exceptional pootblack takes the chance 
to lose among the hundreds whose invest- 
ments or bets are swallowed up by the fewer 
winnings, It is evident that the chances are 
fearfully against the amateur gambler, whd 
is, moreover, much more injured by 
losing the small surplus he has 
worked for than he would be benefited 
by winning the large stake he desires, but to 
lose it in the end. The only people con- 
cerned in these gambling transactions who 
stand a fair chance of making money all the 
tline are those who act as agents for the ex: 
change of money from one pocket to another 
and take a commission on all bets, and fron 
both winners and losers. Those who are 
tempted likewise ignore the ulterior influ; 
ences that are apt to attend gambling trans 
actions of this kind—the temptations that 
follow a .winning, the desperate efforts 
made to get even on a losing, the personal 
privations and often family necessities which 
accompany gambling, and the dissipation of 
success or the crime of embezzlement so fre- 
quently incident to fallure. People who 
work for their money, whether they save it 
or spend it, may escape much mental agony 
by avoiding the grain gambling as religiously 
as they would the faro or keno bank. 

CHEAP PARCELS DELIVERY. 

The Britigh Parliament at the last session 
enacted a law providing for the transporta- 
tion through the mails of small pareels of 
merchandise, but this system will not be 
perfected sufficiently to enable it to be put 
in operation for some time, and the railway 
companies of the Kingdom have adopted a 
plan as if in anticipation of the parcels post. 
Though rivals, the two systems are to be op- 
erated in asort of partnership. The scale 
of prices to be charged varies, that by the rail- 
ways calling for the least compensation. 
The post-office and the railways have agreed 
to carry parcels ata fixed rate, dividing the 
proceeds between them. The railways as 
partners with the post-office will carry par- 
cels at one price, but as private carriers they 
will do the same work at lower rates. 

The railway companies have for many 
years resisted al! efforts to induce or compel 
them to carry parcels at swall rates, and it 
was only when the Government established 
a parcel delivery through the mails that the 
railways took any action, and this action is to 
establish a more comprehensive delivery and 
at lower rates. England, however, is rejoicing 
over the great public convenience which has 
been denied the public so long. 

The comparative rates by which parcels 
may be hereafter carried through the mail 
and through the railways parcel delivery of 
Great britain may be judged by a few exam- 
ples. ‘Ihe post-office will convey a parcel 
weighing not over seven pounds and deliver 
it for one shilling (say 25 cents) in the next 
street or In any part of the Kingdom. 

The railway companies, however, instead 
of having a uniform rate for weight, graduate 
their rates according to the size of the parcel 
and to its distance. They will convey a par- 
cel weighing one pound fifty miles for six 
cents, and any distance for ten cents. They 
also propose to send seven pounds thirty, 
miles for ten cents, fifty miles for twelve 
cents, 400 miles for thirty cents, and any dis- 
tance for forty cents. All parcels over twen- 
ty-four pounds are to be charged half a cent 
a pound or more, according to the distance, 

This scale of charges adopted by the rail- 
ways will give to these corporations the bulk 
of the small-parcel business for short dis- 
tances, though for long distances and in the 
seven-pound package the post-office will of- 
fer the best terms. The difference between 
the two systems is that the Government 
adopts a uniform charge for carrying pack- 
ages not exceeding seven pounds to any point 
within the Kingdom, just as it has a uniform 
rate for postage on letters. The railways 
have adopted the old postal system, in oper- 
ation in this country until 1845, of charging 
by distance. The system of charging by dis- 
tance is objected to because the cost is main- 
ly in collection and delivery of the packages. 

Under this postal-delivery system the send- 
er hasonly to prepay with stamps his pack- 
age at any post-office, and it will be carried 
and delivered on postal time at any place 
where a letter may be delivered. So a pack- 
age mailed in any part of the Kingdom may 
be sent postage prepaid to any part of the 
wo"ld, and be delivered with the same 
promptness that it would ifin theform ofa 
letter. All kinds of parcels intended for 


points outside of the British Islands will of 


course be sent by the post-office delivery. 
The post-office has another advantage over 
the railways in the fact that the postal service 
and delivery are universal, while the railway 
stations are comparatively limited in number. 
The competition of the two systems of the 
cheap transportation of small parcels will be 
determined only by the results. The ad- 
vantages at the beginning seem to be with 
the postal service, though the railways by 
reducing their rates may overcome this ad- 
vantage to some extent. The London pa- 
pers, discussing the effect of these two rival 
schemes, claim them as great helps and aids 
in business and in public comfort. In 
answer to the complaint of the railways that 
they will lose money by this change, the Lon- 
don Standard says: 


But even conceding all that the railway com- 
panies claim as fact, we think the fear ex- 
preane’ by the Chairman of the London & 

jorthwestern Hailway Company, that they 
would lose money over their compact with the 
post-office for the carriage of parceis, will 
prove unfounded. We believe, indeed, that they 
will largely increase their revenue by their new 
copartnery with the Postmuster-General, apart 
from any profit that they derive from their own 
vusipess in the same line. One city firm—and 
they maybe taken as a specimen of many 
others—stute that as soon as the parcels post is 
established they will dispatch a ton of samples 
per day instead of, at the present time, @ sixth 
of that amount. Every pound of their patterns 
ought to cause some return. If they serve their 
purpose they will stimulate an evormousty ip- 
creased business, which in due time must pay 
tithes to the railways over which the goods that 
are its natural outcome are borne. It seems, 
therefore, all but certain that the railways, 60 
far from being sufferers, will in the end find 
their interest to lie in the direction of still 
farther reducing the scale of carriage for par- 
cols, thus recouping themselves for any tem- 
porary decrease of income by a permanent in- 
crease of business. 


There does not seem to be any organiza- 
tion in England like the “express compa- 
nies” in this country. Our post-office has a 
provision for the transportation of small 
packages of merchandise not exceeding four 
pounds, on which the charge is one cent per 
ounce, which includes any distance within 
the United States. This charge for that 
business and long distanges is wholly made 
to meet the cost. The fourth-class matter 
has to be handled and delivered, and the rail- 
ways have to be pald for carrying it. in 
England the distances are so limited that a 
uniform rate of 25 cents per seven pounds or 
less is for mere remuneration. It may not 


be expected that the Government in this |

by the express companics, and this too at 
rates whiclr will increase the small-parcei de- 
liveries beyond their present number, as 
cheap postage has swollen that department

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

Notwithstanding Russia is not engaged in 
war, nor is in any complication that ap- 
parently may lead to war, for the present at 
least, she is steadily improving her army and 
introducing important changes. We have 
already had occasion to note in these col- 
umns the condition of the armies of France, 
Germany, and Ltaly, as shown in their an- 
nual maneuvres, and now we are enabled to 
do the same in the case of the Russian army, 
whose grand maneuvre took place last 
month under the personal supervision of the 
Czar. Nearly al) the nations of Europe were 
represented upon this occasion by officers 
sent there in response to invitation, except 
Spain, who reeeived no invitation because 
she has always slighted Russia upon similar 
occasions. The military correspondent of 
the London Times sends that paper a very 
interesting sketch of the maneuvre, from 
which we condense some of the more inter- 
esting points. 

One of the most important reforms will be 
made in the cavalry division. An order has 
already been issued transferring the whole 
of the cavalry ihto dismounted aragoons; 
that is, soldiers who fight either on borses or 
on foot—a change based, it is said, upon the 
results of the Turkish war,in which the 
cavalry did not cut a very important figure. 
As a matter of coincidence it may be re- 
marked that the English are laying great 
stress upon this same innovation, which, 
though it assumes another form, practically 
amounts to the same thing. Instead of dis- 
mounting troops, they are mounting infantry. 
Their mounted infantry was formed upon 
an emergency in Egypt, and they proved a 
great success—so successful, in fact, that 
there is talk of organizing regiments of them 
as an independent arm of the service. The 
proposition, however, is opposed by many 
military authorities upon the ground that 
mounted infantry would soon be not an im- 
proved infantry, but an inferior kind of cav- 
alry. The Times itself urges that all cavalry 
be trained to fight on foot, for otherwise 
there would be two forces only half effective 
—a cavalry which cannot fight well on foot 
and mounted infantry which is not available 
fur the ordinary duties of infantry in peace, 
It urges the following plan: 


To organize a mounted infantry yg AP oy aan 
otherwise than by teaching @s many antry 
soldiers as possibig to ride, would be to relieve 
the cavalry of one of its most manifest duties, 
and to create in England, where men are com- 
paratively scarce, a new force which is not re- 
quired. Higher training for both services seems 
to be the answer to the problem. Let the cay- 
airy be so armed, dressed, and taught that they 
can fight wel! on foot, and let the infantry bave 
all possible opportunity given them to learn 
riding. This seems the best way of solving the 
problem, and it is certainly the most economical. 

To return to the Russian cavalry: Its 
numbers are to be immensely increased. At 
present regiments have the usual four 
squadrons with adepot squadron; now there 
will be six squadrons of 150 horses each in 
time of peace, with a depot squadron in time 
of war. 

Great progress was noted in the field artil- 
lery, which now consists entirely of steel 
guns,and still greater changes are to be made 
in the heavy guns, which must immensely 
strengthen the Russian artillery force, which 
already has the reputation of being the finest 
in Europe. It is also noted that whereas in 


the past Russia has been one of the best cus- ' 


tomers of Krupp, in the immediate future 
she will cease to beacustomer at all, as 
she is about ready to make herown guns 
and even eompete successfully with the great 
works at Essex. 

In the infantry service no important 
changes are to be made except as it may be 
affected by the new plan of dismounted dra- 
goons. ‘The endurance of the foot soldiers 
in marching at one time twenty-three miles 
in eleven hours under a broiling sun called 
forth the admiration of all the visitors. ‘The 
Times’ correspondent mentions in this con- 
nection a somewhat curious paradox to the 
effect that, while the English soldier is infe- 
rior in this respect, and while the Russian 
soldiers are superior as a body in marching 
power, “ It is generally accepted as beyond 
dispute that the Russian individually as a 
pedestrian is infinitly behind the average 
Briton.’’ One of the most notable observa- 
tions made by the military visitors was the 
lack of talent in directing operations. The 
death of Skobeleff has left a gap in the 
younger ranks of the army which might be 
of the utmost moment were Russia at war, 
and yet the emergency might produce the 
genius, for every war brings hitherto un- 
known heroes to the front. The Turkish 
war made Skobeleif. The next may make 
his successor.

The prohibition movement is certainly 
founded on a misconception of the proper means 
of promoting mora) and social reform. No in- 
telligent and upright citizen denies or depreci- 
ates the evils of intemperance or the need of re- 
stricting them, but there isa wide difference of 
opinion regarding the claims for totai absti- 
nence. Whatever the merits of this difference 
of opinion may be, itis a question that cannot 
be settled by law or by politics, Each citizen 
has a right to his individual conviction and his 
personal practice until bis opinion is changed or 
his babite interfere with the rights of others or 
the geveral good of the community. Unbelievers 
in total abstinence, and they are many and for 
the most part respectable, will never admit the 
rigbt of others, though a majority, to control 
their opinions or their practices. The highest 
sanction of laws which touch thejpersonai rela- 
tions of citizens is in the general ognition of 
their propriety or their necessity by all fair- 
minded men.. Laws which have not this sanc- 
tion will not be respected and cannot be gener- 
ally enforced. 

Tae greatest evil wrought by probibitory laws 
is the disrespect which they tend to foster’ for 
law generally. They are evaded, and thbir 
operation is defeated by men ordinarily dis- 
posed to be peaceable and law-abiding. The 
consequence is a lessening of respect for au- 
thority and a teaching of the pernicious lesson 
that laws are to be obeyed only under compul- 
sion. The evil effect is produced not only on 
the subjects of the law, but on its ministers and 
agents. They find their attempts to enforce a 
statute futile and they become lax in their 
efforts, and the entire administration of law is 
demoralized. No prohibitory liquor law has ever 
been enforced in a populous community, or 
ever can be, but these enactments foster de- 
ceit and unworthy tricks, and give an evil as- 
pect to practices that without them, would be 
harmiess. It is doubtful if they diminish the 
manufacture and consumption of liquors except 
in restricted localities, and it is certain that they 
do not materially lessen intemperance in cities, 
where its evils are chiefly telt. Experience and 
reason both tell us that attempts to suppress 
the traflic in intoxicating liquors will not only 
be futile, but will entail upon the community 
evils for which no adequate compensation is 
wrought. 

If probibitory laws tend to weaken the popu- 
lar regard for law, prohibitory Constitutions 
will tend to weaken the popular respect for the 
very basis of government. It is a perilous thing 
to bring Constitutions into contempt with peo- 
ple who have no purpose or wish at variance 
with the security and well-being of the State. 
The law-abiding spirit can be fostered only by 
the maintenance of laws which command the re- 
spect and ready allegiance of the great body of 
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A SCHOOL-BOoYs’ congress has been held at 
Bordeaux.

tous, and by creating several establishments of 
higher education, admission to which would be 
solely by competition; that the boarders should 
be allowed one day’s holiday every week, and 
the mode of punishment known as ‘ keeping in’ 
suppressed.”” After this ample expression of 
opinion, the congress adjourned for one year. 


Sucu mighty relies of a bibulous age as the 
so-called “ Weicome of Kaefernburg ’’—a horn- 
Shaped beaker holding exactly two quarts of 
liquor—bear witness to the absorbent capacities 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth century Ger- 
mans. Whoever, in those days long past, vis- 
ited the Count of Kaefernburg for the time be- 
ing. was invited toempty the brimming “ Wel- 
come” ata single draught; and the names of 
those who drained or attempted to drain the 
puissant beaker were inscrived in a register kept 
for that purpose. Down to the year 1586 every 
toper whose feat in connection with the “ Wel- 
come” has been recorded in this register suc- 
ceeded in tossing off the cup’s contents without 
drawing breath; but from that date to the year 
1608 barely a moajety of those who attempted the 
arduous emprise in question proved equal to its 
achievement. From 1606 to 1700 the **‘ Welcome” 
was never once emptied at a pull, although 
many of Kaefernburg’s visitors made strenuous 
efforts to do it honor in the manner prescribed 
by ancient custom. Their failures are duly set 
down in the register above alluded to, and con- 
clude the chronicle of potatory exploits asso- 
ciated with this famous drinking-vessel; for 
since the year in which Prussia became a King- 
dom no one’ bas as much as attempted to fulfill 
conditions which were obviously not regarded as 
insuperable, or even oppressively onerous, by 
valiant topers three centuries ago. 


Gov. Lowry of Mississippi has issued a 
proclamation appointing Thursday, the Mth 
inst., as a day of special thanksgiving in that 
State. He says: “ Piussings so signal and abun- 
dant have been vouchsafed to us as a State and 
people that a special recognition of the same is 
appropriate and sight.

Tue Utah Commissioners report that under 
the Edmunds act the names of about 10,000 Mor- 
mon voters will be erased from the poll lists.

“THE REDEMPTION.” 


Gounod’s New Oratoric—Its First Per- 
formance at Birmingham, Eog.—Mrs. 
Weldon Tries to Kick Up w# Row. 
Correspondence Lagilon Standard. 

BIRMINGHAM, Eng., Aug. 0.—Lovely 
weather ushered in the second day of the fes- 
tival, and an exceptionally large audience at- 
tended the first performance of M. Gounod’s 
oratorio, **The Redemption,” this morning. 
Some beautiful thoughts are embodied in 
the score of “’The Redemption”: occasion- 
ally we find an ennobled idea—a fine thought 
dignifieéby an alliance with lovely music: 
but generally the feeling produced is one of 
monotony and depression. Far be it 
from my intention to depreciate the 
endeavors of the veteran musician who 
gave us “Faust,” “Philémon et Ban- 
cis,” and “ Mirella”; but the thought will 
obtrude itself that the French author has 
overwritten himself, and that his last effort, 
instead of being his strongest, is indeed his 
weakest. The most sentimental of modern 
musicians has dropped his lofty purpose of 
the years gone by, and has abandoned him- 
self to commonplace and trickery. Either 
this is the fact, or M. Gounod has lost his 
inspiration. 

The besetting fault in “The Redemption ” 
is its monotony and poverty of invention. 
Only a courageous musician can attempt to 
deal with so comprehensive a subject as 
* The Redemption.” Mendelssohn went no 
further than dealing with prophets; and Mr. 
Arthur Sullivan, in “The Light of the 
World,” has preferred generality to 
personality in reference to the chief 
character with which he had to _rep- 
resent. But Gounod does not 
experience any kind of reserva- 
tion upon this topic; indeed, it scarcely ever 
enters into foreign minds to draw that nice 
line which separates religion and sentimenta- 
tion. In * The Redemption” thus we have 
the direct personation of Christ; and, al- 
though M. Gounod has been the author of 
his own libretto, he has but fteebly charac- 
pases the Divine personage with whom he 
deals. 

There is more poetry in M. Gounod’s orig- 
inal libretto than in its English version by 
the Kev. J. Trottbeck ;: but altogether the de- 
sign and scope ot the work cannot but be re- 
garded as infelicitous. Gounod terns it “a 
sacred trilogy”’: itis in reality a work in 
four sections—the prolog, although slight as 
regards dimensions, beimg by no| means 
the least important of the whole.| Every 
allusion, direct or Inferential, to the Re- 
deemer is associated with a certain $et mel- 
ody. In itself, no doubt, this melody is very 
beautiful: but for this circumstance some 
one else than M. Gounod has to be thanked, 
as the scheme comes entirely trom Mendels- 
gohn’s Italian symphony. This reminiscence 
is obvious enough to prove that the French 
musician has no objection to drawing on for- 
eign capital: and he shows this further on in 
the direct, though unacknowledged, intro- 
duction of the air, * Be thou faithful unto 
death,” in the third section of his work. If 
the author were content to remain satisfied 
with tis extracts from other men’s works, 
all might be weil; but there is a sad 
poverty of ideas in the new ofatorio. 
Of course, we meet here and there 
with evidence of the mpeptory which orna- 
ments * Faust” and * Le Médicin Maleré 
Lui”: and we discover also the reflections of 
the spirit which pervaded bis other works. 
It is thoroughly delightful, for instance, to 
note the introduction of cymbals pianissimo, 
so that their effect is rather felt than heard, 
and of the muted horns, in certain situations 
where their peculiar sound lends a special 
significance to the passage. 

But, in reviewing the work performed to- 
day, details must give way to the broad feel- 
ing of the whole. There is a great deal to be 
cast aside, and only a little, unfortunate- 
ly, to preserve, All the really dra- 
matic points of the oratorio § are 
treated in a declamatory manner, and 
consequently a sense of monotony is con- 
veyed at the outset, and this, unfortunately, 
is not removed in the subsequent portions of 
the work. Against this monotony has to be 
laid the free employment of the chorale—a 
device which, while taking the feeling of the 
work into a remote period, gives it more 
solidity and breadth than belong to the ma- 
jority of modern compositions. In some of 
the chorales M, Gounod shows his strength 
but notin all. For instance, toward the enc 
of the work, where something between 
“The Leather Bottle” and a Christmas 
carol is produced, scholasticism seems to be 
set at detiance. Thereisno particular rea- 
son why this should not be so; but it is 
just as well to be consistent, and, if M. 
Gounod really had wished to show that he 
could write a fugue, he could have chosun a 
better opportunity than that which he has 
selected at the close of this oratorio, The 
position which another musician would have 
seized upon for fugal illustration is the scena 
of the Crucifixion, where the commotion of 
the angry populace and of the soldiery sug- 
gests a fertile theme for polyphonic writing. 
M. Gounod has commenced this particular 
score with a phrase apparently lending liself 
most favorably to fugal designs; but noth- 
ing approaching a fugue is ever suggested, 
and a theme which might have been rendered 
prolific has been left barren. 

Of the “ Sacred Triology ” I will say this 
much in its favor, that it enabled the crowd- 
ed audience this morning to hear some of 
the most beautiful af choral singing. The 
nuances obtained by the conductor from bis 
orchestra and choir were effects to be re- 
membered. Everybody was delighted, of 
course, and M. Gounod was honored with 
the customary ovation. No author was ever 
happier in his selection of principal vocal- 
ists. Madame Albani and Madaine Marie 
Réze divided the soprano music; Messrs. 
Foli and Lloyd undertook the somewhat un- 
thankful task of the * Narratives’: Mr. 
Santiey was the impersonator of the Savior; 
and Messrs. Cummings and King were em- 
ployed in subordinate roles. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Mrs. Weldon ap- 
plied for admission at the Town Hall and 
presented her ticket, but was informed by 
the Stewards that they could not admit her 
to any performance which M, Gounod con- 
ducted. Sheclaimed her right to be pres- 
ent, but was again told that she would not 
be allowed to enter the building. One of the 
mempers of the festival placed his hand 
upon her shoulder, whereupon Mrs. Weldon 
declared she had been assaulted, and stated 
that she would go to the police court and 
obtain a summons. She proceeded to the 
Moor Street Police-Station. Mr. Kynnersley, 
the Stipendiary Magistrate, was sitting, and 
to him she applied for a summons against 
Mr. Farmer, a Steward of the Festival Com- 
mittee, by whom she had been ejected. In 
reply to the Magistrate, Mrs, Weldon said 
she went to the Town Hall to hear * The Re- 
dem ption,” and upon entering the building she 
was told by Inspectors Edwards and Paiut- 
er, of the Birmingham police force, that she 
could not be admitted. She was ultimately 
pushed out by Mr. Farmer. She read a let- 
ter from the Secretary stating that she could 
not be allowed to attend during any perform- 
ance that was conducted by M. Gounod, She 
asked Mr. Kynnefsley to grant hera sum- 
mons against Mr. Farmer. She said she had 
no fright in a civil court because she was a 
married woman who was neither divorced 
nor separated. Ste had brought an action 
against her husband for restitution of con- 
nubial rights, and had won, but her husband 
ran'away. M. Gounod had resided with her 
and her husband for about three years, and 
she had since been persecuted by M. Gounod. 
M. Gounod had slandered her in the Parisian 
newspapers. She had written to that gen- 
tleman requesting him to meet her at some 
society in Paris, but he had refused, and had 
continued his persecution about eight years- 
Mr. Kynnersley adyisea her to seek remedy 
by civil action, and Mrs. Weidon eventually 
left the court with the expressed determina- 
tion of again seeking admission to the festi- 
val at the risk of a second assault.

ANCIENT EGYPT. 


A Glimpse of Royal Life tu the Land of 

the Pharaohs 4,000 Years Ago. 
Philadetphia Telegraph, 
While the East is accepted as the type of 
unchanging immobility, where manners and 
national peculiarities have hardly altered 
since Abrahant “pitched his tents between 
Bethel and Hai,’”’ Egypt is preéminently the 
land in which suecessive invasions and the 
friction generated by the contact of antago- 
nistic races have been utterly unable to alter 
the characteristics of its primitive inhabi- 
tants. Its conditions of existence, life, popu- 
lation, manners, and education have contin- 
ued as little affected by the march of hostile 
armies as the Pyramids by the inexorable 
sweep of time which has spared no human 
work but them. 

The Abbe Ledrain, in his work, “Un 
Grand Seigneur Feodal dans la Moyenne 
Egypte,” has given us as true and life-like a 
study of Egypt, as it was a thousand years 
before Moses fled from the face of the Pha- 
raoh of his time, as Macaulay has of the 
reign of Charles IL, or Taine of the heart- 
less and frivolous noblesse who believed that 
the world and all it contained was solely 
made for their enjoyment under the ancient 
régime. The Abbe, although no mean an- 
thority on Egyptian antiquities, cannot be 
said to have contributed much from original 
investigation to the picture he traces for us 
of the great Lord of Meh, but by a careful 
study ot the best Egyptologists, by excerpts 
from Champoilion, Marietta, and Lepsius 
cunningly combined, he has produced a por- 
traitso homogeneous, and toned, and shaded 
that we forget it is a mosaic, and only ob- 
serve the general correctness of outline, 
truthfulness of coloring, and accuracy of de- 
tail. 

The biography of the Lords of a consid- 
erable section of Middle Egypt is found writ- 
ten on the tombs of Beni-Hassan, a village 
on the Nile, lying between Memphis and 
Alydos. Here the feudal chieftains of the 
Province of Meh were buried for genera- 
tions, and near Menat-Khouphon, a city in 
the neighborhood, they dwelt In lordly state 
among their serfs, when not engaged in 
subtle intrigues at the Courtof the Pharaoh, 
or attending their suzerain in his warlike ex- 
peditions into Ethiopia and beyond the Red 
Sea, and here they wrote and painted their 
lives on their tombs forty-three centuries ago. 
Considering the sameness of Egyptian life, 
the life of one may be taken as the life of 
all, and the history of Ameni, which is fuller 
of detail and more complete than that 
of any other member of the family 
of Menat-Khouphon, may be _ accepted 
as picturing the home life of all the 
Lords of Meh, and, for that wmatter, 
of every great Egyptian toparch. Itisa 
history based on more certain knowledge 
than that of most personages of classic or 
Christian times; itis not drawn from man- 
uscripts into which errors may have crept, 
and which copyists may have falsified. No 
comment of the scholiast can have wandered 
from the margin into the text written on 
the walls of the monuments at Beni-Hassan. 
The paintings and writings are of the same 
age as the Lords of Menat-Khouphon them- 
selves. Amenilived in the golden age of 
Egypt, when its civilization bad just put 
forth its fruits and flowers in boundless pro- 
fusion and luxuriance, about 1,000 years be- 
fore Moses. Art had then attained its per- 
fection. Manual labor was already begin- 
ning to be scorned as only fit for 
slaves, while literature was cultivated 
not only for the sake of intellectual 
enjoyment, but as a _ well-compen- 
sated resource against physical exertion, 
“Fly manual labor and take to literature,” is 
the advice given in a papyrus of the time by 
a scribe to his son. Ameni on the death of 
his father succeeded to the fief and dwelt in 
the palace of his ancesters. What that pal- 
ace was in its external aspect and interior 
arrangement we are fully informed by the 
varied pictures on the walis of his tomb. 
Long colonnades of elaborately carved 
pillars give a certain solemn stateliness to 
the severe massiveness of the building: how 
M. Ledrain comes to speak of these pillars 
as Grecian is incomprehensible, for though 
they convey a suggestion of the Doric, their 
leading features are distinctive and sui ge- 
neris. Insecrutable stone faces meet as we 
eviter through the vestibule. Inside the 
furniture of curiously wrought gold, tvory, 
and ebony is arranged with system and con- 
ventional unformity. Luxurious arm-chairs 
give an air of ease and comfort unknown 
to the Greeks and Romans, and would 
remind one of New York or Paris at the 
preseutday. Womenare busy weaving the 
rich stuffs that are to adorn the persons of 
Ameni himself and of his household. On 
his bed are the embroideries of Egpyt, so 
celebrated in Israel, accordi to the Book 
of Proverbs: “1 have decked my bed with 
coverings of tapestry, with carved works, 
with fine linen of Egypt.” 

In the household of Ameni we see no one 
is idle, and yet their activity is apparently 
of a joyous and not laborious character. 
Sawyers are using their saws, carpenters are 
cutting the polished wood, and cabinet- 
makers are fashioning ornamental boxes for 
eye-salve and fine combs. Occasionally 
Ameni visits the industrious vassals. Their 
youthful and vigorous lord is borne on a 
chair by four stout attendants in the direc- 
tion of the workshops, while a fifth holdsa 
sup-umbrella over his head. In other 
representations we see the potter with his 
furnace lit. Busy figures assist him and ply 
their trade deftly in every direction around 
him. Some of them are seen advancing and 
piling pitchers at his feet. in another quar- 
ter the blacksmith makes the red specks fly 
from the anvil while he shapes the glowir 
iron to his conception. A solitary boot an 
shoe maker sits close beside him busy ona 
pair of those beautiful sandals whose coun- 
terpart we see on the feet of Ameni. Glass- 
makers appear weighing the ingredients of 
which they are to make use and blowing the 
giass before a fiery braiser. 

Outside of the dwelling linen and garments 
of other material are visible, hanging on 
bushes or branches of acacia. and sycamore. 
They wave to and froin the sunlight, agita- 
ted by a gentle breeze from the Nile, while 
men and women attend to them with much 
assiduity. Thisisthe wardrobe of Ameni 
and family, which the washerwomen of 
Menat-Khouphon have dipped in the Nile 
and hung out to dry not far from the palace, 
whose neighborhood was thus enlivened by 
the women who washed and dried fine 
linen of their lord. 

The order and precision with which all 
these diverse operations ane peared speaks 
well for the management Ameni’s house- 
hold. The peasants who have just cut their 
harvests or trod the vintage bring their sev- 
eral products to the scribe, who sits with reed- 
pen in band and writes down an account of 
what they carry. There are servants in the 
paintings who pour out new wine into meas- 
ures of two dimensions, while the scribe 
watches the proceeding with the keenest at- 
tention. His watchfuiness is but natural, 
for to him is confided the entire management 
of his master’s estate.

Phe best known copy was originally in pos- 
session of Mr. John Allen, the sale of whose 
library caused sucha stir in biblio hical 
circles in New York. It brought 8900. A 
copy now would be worth $1,000 to $1,500. A 
second edition was printed at Cambridge in 
1685, and a copy disposed of at the Brindley 
sale sold for $500. 
The first book printed in America was that 
published at acy op ag in 1 and 
known asthe “ Bay m Book.” a 
Bible printed at the same town in 1653 two 
im t errors were made which are said 
to have been intentional tricks on the part of 
the irreverent compositor. The substitution 
of “ righteousness ’’ for “ unrighteousness” 
in Romans, vi., 18, gives a ludicrous turn to 
the verse. In 1, Corinthians, vi., omis- 
sion of the word “not” promises inherit- 
ance of heaven to the unrighteous. 
There is on view at Messrs. Leavitt's, the 
book auctioneers, a _“ Bible of the Sword,” 
printed in 1535 at Neuchatel, Switzerland, 
by Peter de Wingle. This book, issued at 
the instance of the Waldenses, was 
published under the personal supervision 
of Calvin and Olivetan, his coadjutor. it 
takes its name from the emblem of the printer 
on the title-page. Mr. Peter Cooper and 
Prof. J. A. Weisse are said to possess copies, 
which are rare and valuable. The Messrs. 
Leavitt also show a copy of one of the first 
printed editions of the Scriptures, which was 
published in Latin at Nuremberg by An- 
thiony Coberger in 1475. The capitals are il- 
luminated by hand. The volume is bound 
in vellum on oak panels, covering 
stainped with religious designs. It was 
bought at Frankfort last summer. There 
are copies in America of Beza’s Geneva Bi- 
ble (1660), the first printed in Roman charac- 
ters instead of in black letter. It is curious 
to note that the first book ever stereoty 
was the New Testament in Syriac, and that 
the first book published by subseription was 
a Polyglot Bible in six vocuiaes, edited by J. 
Walton, and dated London, 1657, 
Original copies of the King James version 
are occasionally sold in Ameriea. Mr. John 
Carter Brown, of Providence, R. L. pur- 
chased for £40 at Sir William Tite’s sale in 
London in 1874 an imperfect volume of Tyn- 
dall’s translation of Pentateuch. At the 
same sale Coverdale’s “ English Translation 
of the Holy Scriptures,” in black letter, sold 
for £750, and a Breeches Bible brought £27.

OLD AND RARE BIBLES. 


The Prices They Bring in America and 
Europe—The Most Valuable Bible in 


e World 
th * New York World. 


The sale of old and rare Bibles forms an 
important branch of the second-hand book 
trade in New York. Bibles of an early 
date, or of which small editions only have 
been published, are eagerly sought after, and 
for good copies high prices are occasionally 
paid. The demand, of course, fluctuates 
from time to time, but certain books meet at 
all times with a ready sale, and American 
houses find the trade lucrative enough to 
employ European agents ahd to send buyers 
to Europé at certain periods for the special 
purpose of searching out old and curious 
Bibles. The majority of the Bibles which 
appear in the market through American 
‘channels are of little value. The uninitiated 
are likely to attach great value to mere age; 
whereas unless an old book possesses pecul- 
iarities of text or isa bibliographical rarity 
it is almost worthless. 

From information gathered by a World re- 
porter on the subject it appears that the 
Bibles most in demand are the “ Vinegar,” 
* Breeches,” “ Presbyterian,” and Douai ver- 
sions. Of the first named there are probably 
twenty copies in America. The version 
takes its name from the substitution of the 
word “vinegar” for “vineyard” in the 
twentieth chapter of Matthew. It was pub- 
lished in two volumes by Bassett, of Lon- 
don, in 1717, and there are perhaps a hundred 
copies extant. It is embellished with a 
frontispiece and vignettes by Von der Gricht. 
A fine copy has been sold in England for as 
much as 20 guineas, though a fair one could 
be bought here for $73 Two impres- 
sions were taken on vellum, one of 
which is in the British Museum 
the other in the Bodleian Library at 
Oxford, The “Breeches” Bible is so called 
from the use of the word “breeches” in 
place of “aprons” in Genesis iii, 7 ‘The 
Breeches Bible was printed in 1560 at Geneva 
by Rouland Hall, and went through fifty edi- 
tions within thirty years. Itis common in 
America, but perfect specimens are h to 
get. Copies have been sold in New York at 
from $10 to $20. The “ Presbyterian” Bible 
is found in the American market from time 
to time. it is a King James version, and was

t. They were allowed to vote occasionally— 
more occasionaliy than’ otherwise if they 
happened to be for Davis—but in making up 
the grand result they were simply “ dum- 
mies.”” The “ tougls,” the “rounders,”’ and 
the “ knockers,” the business, and they 
did it for Davis. 

The primary was’ held infone end of a 

lumbing-shop at the northwest corner of 
ison and Ada streets. Long before the 
hour for @ 
of uncertain mixture surged around the polls 
and formed in line. Mr. R. S. Tuthill, one 
of the judges, had made it a point to inquire 
of W. 3. Kaufman and Smith Storer, the 
Davis judges, where the’ line would be 
formed, and was told that it would run south 
on Ada and around on Madison street. The 
Swett men formed in line according to these 
directions, but had no sooner done so than a 
gang of bummers from the Ninth Ward— 
constituents of Mike Gaynor, who subse- 
quently showed up himself along with 
Ed Cullerton a “knocker” by 
the name of George Hoffman—trooped 
out of Martine’s Hall and formed a line 
north of the polling-place. Mr. Tuthill 
saw the game, and at last succeeded in mak- 
ing an agreement with Kaufman and Storer 
to take the votes alternately from one line 
and then from the other. in the confusion 
some of the Swett men in the south line 
dropped out and got into the tail end of the 
northern one, which was momentarily grow- 
ing by the addition of the rag-tag and bob- 
tail element vomited out of Democratic 
wards in all parts of the city. The toughs 
held the head of the line, and as fast 
as one of them would vote the line moved up 
and another crowded into his place. The 
challengers outside the line kept up a deaf- 
ening racket, and the pulling, hauling, tug- 
ging, and cursing that went on resulted in a 
miniature pandemonium. A few uniformed 
idiots stood’ around in the capacity of al- 
leged policemen and smilingly looked on 
and took care of themselves, ‘The Davis men 
had evidently resolved to take no risks, but 
to fix thmgs at the start. Asoneof them 
subsequently said, “ We voted ’em all in day- 
light, instead of waiting till it was dark, so 
as to be open and honest about it. 
A good many fellows living in the Eleventh 
Ward, you see, couldn’t get there, and so 
they sent their proxies, and of course we had 
to vote’em. Sometimes one man sent three 
or four proxies, but we couldn't help that.” 
Every now and then a carriage or an express 
wagon would drive up and deposit its un- 
savory load, and in an incredibly stort space 
of time every one of them would manage to 
get in near the head of the line, with their 
congenital companions already there, while 
the respectable “dummies” further north 
searcely advanced a peg. The toughs and 
the rounders who were thus brought to the 
front formed an array whose like has never 
been seen ata primary. ‘There were Paddy 
MeNurney, of the Eighth, a Democratic 
city aioe: “Oabbage” Ryan, of the 
Ninth: Harry Varnell, of the Twelfth; 
George Silver and Jim McHale, from the 
North Side; “Bull” Murphy, of the Sev- 
enth; Billy Foley, ofthe Ninth, ina white 
straw hat and a green coat,-and with the 
odor of Joliet still about him; Johnny Don- 
nelly, a “monte” and “con” man; Mike 
Connerton, of the Eighth: and others “too 
numerous to mention.”” One proud specimen 
of universal suffrage tore around ina be- 
grimed face and dirty shirt-sleeves, and 
gave a shrill, peculiar whistle, like the 
screech of a locomotive, when he wanted his 
gang to move from one spot to another, 
Joe Mackin and Mattie Kilday showed 
up in all their variegated loveliness 
and looked on with Democratic glee at the 
disgraceful spectacie being enacted in a Re- 
ublican ward. “] recognize several of our 
yest citizens.” said Joe, pointing to the 
tougbs in the line, “from the Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Wards, and 
even some frou the South and North Sides. 
They seem to be pretty far away from home, 
me boy, but that don’t seem to bother ’em 
much, does it? Ah, yes, and there are the 
eminent citizens of the Eleventh Ward, down 
there at the bottom of the line. They’re 
dummies, me boy. They'll never vote.” 
“Humpy” Durgin, an ugly little hunch- 
back from the Ninth Ward—one of 
Davis’ Democratic appointees—was on 
deck, worked into the line, and got in 
his vote, in spite of the fact that a dozen 
men challenged it and were ready to prove 
that he «lidn’t live in the ward. Challenging 
produced no effect on the Davis judges, ex- 
cept when the challenged vote happened 
to be for Swett. Marshall W. Carter, 
one of the best Republicans in the 
ward, was pulled out of the line and 
chucked into the street by Billy Foley and 
his gang three separate times, and the po- 
lice never raised a hand in his behalf. At 
last he gave up the job of pointing out non- 
residents and attempting to prevent their 
voting, and retired in perfect dis- 
gust. Along about 5 o'clock a 
gang of twenty or ay “coons”’ from 
the Second Ward, under the lead of 
Hank Johnson and “ Nigger’” Jackson, 
struck the place. Each had a Davis ticket 
in his hand, and each was allowed to vote it 
despite all protests. Several “ scrapping- 
matches ” were precipitated while they were 
doing it between the Davis roughs and the 
Swrtt “spotters,” but nothing serious re- 
suited. -The “nigs,” indeed, rather seemed 
to enjoy the excitement. The Davis workers 
finally began to see that they were “cutting 
the thing too fat” and getting in too many 
votes to make it look well, and 
the challenging, the quarreling, and the 
“scrapping-mat¢ches”’ increased in number 
and frequency. ‘The result was to somewhat 
delay the voting. Now and then the touchs 
would haul off‘and quiet down for awhile, 
and give the respectable element a chance, 
and then the old game was repeated. Large 
numbers of the best Republicans in the ward 
stopped on their way home to vote, saw 
there was no possible chance to begin at the 
bottom of the line and work to the top by7 
o’clock, and departed in a state of deep dis- 
gust. When 7 o’ciock came there were be- 
tween 200 and 300 voters in the line, many of 
them respectable and even prominent citi- 
zens of the ward, who had simply been dis- 
franchised by the Davis toughs who held the 
line and prevented their reaching the polls. 
The result could not have been otherwise 
than all one way. 

There were only two Congressional tickets 
run—one for Davis and one for Swett. One 
of the Davis tiekets was printed on white 
paper and the other on a tinted, checker- 
board groundwork. The Swett ticket was 
likewise on white, and the Davis men raised 
a terrible racket when the names of the 
Swett delegates likewise appeared, during 
the progress of the primary, on a somewhat 
similar checkerboard paper, denouncing it as 
a counterfeit, and waxing very indignant 
over the alleged “fraud.” ‘The round-up 
after the polls were closed showed 407 votes 
for the Davis ticket and 2% for the Swett. 
Comment is unnecessary. The names of the 
winning Davis delegates are as follows: E.

In the First Pre- 
cinct there were 189 vos cast,of which 119 
were for the Davis ddegates and seventy for 
Morse.

two General Assemblies, were announced as 
candidates for reélection some time ago.

The New Quincy Council.

There are fifty-four churches and twelve 
individuals invited from nine States. Of 
the twenty churchesin these nine States 
having a membership of over 400 and now 
with pastors fifteen are invited.

THE NEW RESORT 


On the Beach at Hyde Park. 

The pians of the South Shore Improve- 
ment Company for establishing a new sum- 
mer-resort on a tract of land between Seven- 
ty-fifth and Seventy-ninth streets, on the 
lake-shore, have been about completed. The 
enterprise is intended to be to Chicago what 
Manhattan Beach is to New York, and al- 
ready $500,000 has been subscribed as the cap- 
ital stock. The improvements contemplated 
embrace, among other things, the erection of 
a summer hotel atacost of $200,000, which 
is to be under the management of Alvin 
liulbert, late of the Sherman House. 
The structure will be a light, graceful de- 
sign, and will have a frontage of 516 feet. 
There will be two central towers, and the 
northeast corner will be surmounted with a 
handsome pavilion with a lookout,.which 
will be about 120 feet from the ground, and 
which will be visible fora long distance in 
approaching the beach. The hotel will be 
two stories high in the main part, but the 
central and end sections will be four stories. 
The verandahs will be thirty-six teet wide, 
affording plenty of room for promenaders. 
There will be three wings or turns in the 
rear. The south wing will be devoted to the 
cooking and working departments. In the 
central wing will be the café, bar and billiard 
rooms, With sleeping apartments in the sec- 
ond story. The north wing will be divided 
into parlors and reception rooms. Beside the 
hotel cottages are to be built and a village laid 
out cowering about forty acres, and arrange- 
ments will be made with the steamboat com- 
panies to have an iron pier bnilt into the 
lake to accommodate boats and excursion 
parties. The company have not yet com- 
pleted all of their contracts, for the reason 
that they have been awaiting the extension 
of a branch of the Dlinois Central Railroad 
to the property. The extension will be 
made, however, itis thought, inside of thirty 
days, and thereafter work on the proposed 
improvement will most probably be com- 
menced.

The Mail Sacks Cut Open and the 
Registered Packages Taken.

Applications for ex- 
change of the bonds into 3 per cents were re- 
ceived today to the amount of nearly $1,000,- 


000, 

At the close of business today United 
States called bonds had been redeemed at 
the Treasury as follows: Under the 109th 
call, $4,795,300; under the 110th call, $4,573,- 
50; under the 111th call, $4,710,200; under 
the 112th call, $13,338,300; under the 113th 
call, $10,514,450; under the 114th call, $13,- 
056,050; under the 115th call, $3,953,850, 

A United States registered bond of the de- 
nomination of $5,000 was stolen from the of- 
fice of the Register of the United States 
Treasury ten days ago. 

The secret service force has thus far 
failed to recover the moagg Hs discover the 
thief. The robbery was pt quiet in the 
hope that a clew would be found. The bond 
was one which was exchanged from a 3 to 
+ per cent, and is complete. To negotiate it, 
however, the thief will have to forge the 
name of the person in whose favor it is is- 
sued. Leading banks in the country have 
been informed, however, of the theft, and 
given the name of the person to whom the 
bond. was issued. Should the bond be 
fraudulently negotiated neither the Gover n- 
ment nor the rightful owner will lose any- 
thing, for the United States will not redeem 
it, and it will issue @ duplicate to the person 
entitled to it. A number of employés of the 
Register’s office have been subjected to an 
examination, but nothing definit was learned. 


Bad State of Affairs at Piue Ridge In- 
dian Agency, in Dakota, 

WaAsurnerton, D. C., Sept. 12.—Acting-Sec- 
retary-of-the-Interior Joslyn has a letter 
from inspector Pollock, investigating the 
condition of affairs at Pine Ridge (Dak.) 
Indian Agency. The Inspector says: “This 
agency has already been ‘inspected’ twice 
by my illustrious compeers, and yet the same 
dissatisfaction among the Indians and 
charges against the Agent are rife. More- 
over, reports have been circulated that both 
the Inspectors who preceded me were 
‘bought up’ to whitewash the Agent. 
Things have gone from bad to worse 
here, until the prospect of grim-visaged 
war has paralyzed the country with 
fear. The cheap-running Quartermaster’s 
Department is beginning to move, and 
our unoffending, justice-loving white citizens 
are sitting on the hill-tops watching the op- 
portunity to secure cattle-ranches on this sol- 
emnly-guaranteed reservation. This is the 
largest and for many reasons the most diffi- 
cult agency in the United States to detect 
fraud in the management of, if fraud exists. 
In addition to many questions as to the man- 
agement of the agency and the business 
proper, there is also here a great political 
contest, in which the Agent and Red Cloud 
are principal actors, and which will cause 
bloodshed unless settled soon. I hope to 
effectually settle the troubles, but much time 
and great labor will be required to fully un- 
derstand and intelligently report upon the 
management of and the difficulties surround- 
ing this agency.”’ 


The Pittsburg Post-Office. 

WasnHinetTon, D. C., Sept.12.—In their re- 
port of the Pittsburg office the Post-Office 
Examining Committee state that the office is 
very badly arranged, very dingy, and crowd- 
ed, but with a few improvements, which are 
recommended, considerable additional room 
can be given to the mailing and city divis- 
ions of the office. The reorganization of the 
clerical force as recommended gives the 
office eight new clerks and increases the pay 
of eight others, making the total increase 
$6,250. It also recommends the abolition of 
one place and the reduction in pay of six 
others, making a total saving of $2,110. The 
commission say the working of the office is 
as good as can be expected in such miserable 
quarters. Work on the new Government 
building progresses very slowly, the founda- 
tion not being laid yet. 


The Search for Lieut. Chipp’s Party. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., Sept. 12.—Lieut. 
Harber writes from Yakutsk, under date of 
June 22, as follows: “I hope to reach a hut 
called Matvai, near the centre of the Lena 
Delta, about July 3. Here I will establish a 
provision depot, and at once commence 
search for the people who were in Lieut. 
Chipp’s cutter. Il propose now to make our 
first search to the westward of the depot, 
which will probably occupy the greater part 
of July. During August | will make search 
to the eastward as far as Yana River, if 
necessary.” 

The YVellow-Fever in Texas on the De- 
crease. 

WasuHineton, D. C., Sept. 12.—The State 
Health-Officer of Texas informs the Surgeon- 
General of the marine-hospital service that 
no yellow-fever exists outside the lower 
cordon, and he and the Governor are of the 
opinion that the upper cordon from Corpus 


Christi to Laredo, 160 miles, can safely be 
abandoned within a few days. The Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury will direct this 
to be abandoned in two or three days, and 
will order strengthened the lower cordon on 
the Arroyo, thirty miles from Brownsville.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—The Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury today gave orders 
for the establishment of a local Board of In- 
spectors for Steam-Vessels at Gallipolis, O.

The markets were again wildly excited 
yesterday, and there was about as bada 
break in provisions as the previous day, 
while corn weakened badly, but not to such 
an extent as on Monday. Thosatwo markets 
were again the chief points of attraction on 
’Change, the others being subordinate in im- 
terest to them. It was supposed by a great 
many people that prices would rule higher, 
the weak holders, both in corn and provis- 
ions, having been shaken out of the deal dur- 
ing Monday’s weakness. A great many com- 
mission-men had sent out requests for mar- 
gins to their customers in the country Mon- 
day night, but many of these were responded 
toby orders to sell, or by statements that 
they could not put up any more money. In 
both cases the property was offered on the 
market for the best that could be got for it, 
and the result was weakness. 

The decline on pork was greatest in the 
nearer deliveries. ‘The price for October 
declined 85 cents, while January on 
only 35 cents. There was a reaction ut 
noon, and the market was again strong on 
the afternoon call, the result being that it 
closed only 1244 cents lower than on Mon- 
day. ‘The aggregate sales of the day were 
again enormous, footing px Mayo arrels. 
Lard was weak, but, as above stated, did 
not decline so badly as the previous day. It 
dropped about 174g cents for October. and 
12}¢ for January, but closed in the afternoon 
five cents higher than on or yer | with a 
total of 168,000 tierces reported sold. ‘Prom- 
inent in this aggregate was one item of 10,- 
000 tierces sold on the morn call by 
Leopold Bloom to B. P. Hutchinson at 
$11.324¢ for March. It was supposed that 
Mr. Bloom offered this on a bluff, as, when 
it was taken up by Mr. Hutchinson, he tried

but he was held to it. It was remarked that 
Mr. Bloom was not quite as successful as 
Xenophon in managing the retreat of his 
10,000. It was probably this transaction that 
prevented lard from weakening as badly as 
pork did. It showed that capital was in- 
clined to take hold of the. property, and the 
fact gave confidence to a good many parties 
who turned in as buyers mainly, however, to 
fill. The number of selling orders from out- 
side was not diminished, but the number of 
parties who were willing to take hold of the 
offerings was — increased as a result. 
‘The market for meats was very dull—nom- 
inally lower, but so irregular that quotations 
could scarcely be given. One evidence of this 
is eouched in the fact that some sales were 
nade fully 25 cents per 100 pounds below the 
lowest prices named to the reporters of 
either of the circulars. 

Corn opened a little stronger, the feeling 
being much the same as above noted in the 
case of provisions. There was a widespread 
feeling that the weak longs had sold out, and 
ceveral iy bay eapepe came in, which put up 
the price for this month and October a little: 
but they soon weakened, and the market de- 
clined 24¢ cents from the lowest prices on 
Monday, but closed only \ lower on Octe- 
ber, and a little firmerforspot. The receipts 
of the day exhibited a rather sharp falling 
off, and buyers for shipment scomed

at the decline. Hence car-lots were picked 
up at relatively good prices, The longer fut- 
ures in corn were rather weak at one time, 
but, on the whole, were regarded as firm, ex- 
cept for a few minutes in the day. January 
sold down to 49 cents on a report that the 
same delivery had sold in St. Louis-at 45; 
but " only touched that point here for a mo- 
nent. 

The wheat market was firm throughout, 
except just a little dash at the opening, when 
it was rumored that the car-lots would show 
a large increase in numbers. The tide soon 
turned, however. The spot offermgs were 
alltaken up rather greedily, supposably to 
till September shorts, and the foreign advices 
were a little more encouraging to holders, 
though it could not be seen that there was 
any export demand here. The wheat market 
is already low, and people don’t care to sell 
very much for future delivery at prices 
ruling, especially as it is understood that Mc- 
Geogh and Wells have got hold of the deal 
for this month hopelesly for the shorts: and 
it is supposed that they have got control 
enough of October and November to enable 
them to manipulate these months to ad- 
vantage. 

Oats were active, mo than on Mon- 
day. They opened a little lower, but ad- 
vanced 3; on some buying orders chiefly for 
this month, and fell back again towards the 
close, except that October was relatively 
firm. The strengthin this market was due 
to the fact of smaller receipts, only 131 car- 
loads being inspected into store. 

Rye declined one centa bushel again, and 
seemed to have no friends at that, while 
barley was a shade firmer.

A Penitentiary Convict Pardoned—Re- 
ward for a Murderer—State Board of 
Equalization.

SPRINGFIELD, LIl., Sept. 12,—The Governor 
has pardoned David O’Connell, who was 
convicted in March last by the Whitesides 
County Circuit Court of larceny, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for one year. 
O’Connell was taken to the penitentiary on 
a stretcher, and has since been continually 
in the hospital. He has been pardoned be- 
cause Of his failing health and on the recom- 
mendation of the Judge, State’s Attorney, 
and numerous citizens of Whitesides County. 

The Governor has offered a reward of $200 
for the arrest of the murderers of Andrew 
Wettig, who was killed at East St. Louis 
Sept. 8 by unknown parties.

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—The best authority in the 
country on crop prospects is Mr. 8. T. K. Prime, 
or Prime's Crop Bureau. He has the most per- 
fect organization of the best-selected corre- 
spondents, comprising all classes most likely to 
be posted and least likely to be influenced by 

“ puts and cails,”’ reaching to every part of the 
producing States—men who are prepared and 
competent to Compare preseut conditions with 
those of former years, without which compari- 
s00 no just estimate can possibly be made—and 
more thorough tian is possible by any State 
oreven the Unired States bureaus, because be 
has devoted his life to this work for years, and 
the success of future years depends upon the 
accuracy of bis conclusions, and such state- 
ments as those of the Cincinnati Commercia! are 
not worthy of a momeot’s consideration—such 
ridiculous estimates as 600,000,000 bu of wheat 
ana ~,00U,000,000 bu of corn, as compared with 
his. Mr. Prime, from careful comparison 
of reports of bis 3,000 currespondents, 
estimates the wheat crop at about 500,000,000 
and corn at 1,350,000,000, against apout 
the same amount of wheat and 1,700,000,000 tor 
the crop of 1850. Ihave never met Mr. P., but 
[| have read his paper (the Furmer's Review) from 
the first issue, and | indorse him entirely. | 
neve r beard that he was interested in any mar- 

ket, railroad, or land speculation, and I am fully 
persuaded that his conciusions have been very 
nearly correct in the past. 

The sampie of corn exhibited on 'Change yes- 
terday may be a fair one of that sixty-five acres, 
butit is certainly not of the 100,000.00) of acres 
of corn in our country. | have corn that was 
pianted the tirst week in Muy now in the dough 
stago, from which samples could be gathered 
that oo frost would injure, but a frost by the Ist 
of October would injure it materially. It cost 
me $4.00U per acre to cultivaze and hoe this piece 
the last time, but adjoining it is a piece that is 
just in the milk, very weedy, anda trost vefore 
the middie of October will injure that seriously. 
it takes mucb longer for corn to get out of the 
way of frost than most people think, especially 
if itis weedy. We have had wonderful weather 
for the past montn for corn, but with frost at 
the ordinary season this year one-third of the 
crop will be soft and uumerchantabie. This 
cvuol weather is not favorable for its rapid ma- 
turity, and it is very late. 

I bear members taik about new corn grading 
No. 2 before January. Last year farmers in 
Central liiinois were feeding new corn Aug. 
i5, and yet there was very little No. 2 corn 
from that crop before Jan. lL This year the 
crop is very much later, and the weatber noc 
neariy as forcing; # is now drying and barden- 
ing unusually siow. Chicago will get ao No. 2 
corn from this crop in the curreat year from 
the “ corn beit’’ proper. 

Oats are not yielding according to anticipa- 
tions in many localities, and there is no danger 
of agiut of them, especially as the bome con- 
sumption is more than double what it usually is.

You won't see coal freights reach over % cents 
a ton from there again this year. Some vessel- 
men talk about the hard times of 1873. Why, 
that was a brisk season compared to this. Then 
there was 2 financial panic; now they say the 
country isin a most prosperous condition—big 
crops, abundance of money, ete. Still freights 
get iower, and veasels do not pay expenses, 
let alone prey interest on the money 
invested in thm. I intend to. sell 
out if I can find some one that wants to go 
into the vessel business." The gentleman who 
made the above remarks is an old vesselman, 
long engaged in the business, and with the rep- 
utation of being quite nervy and not easily dis- 
couraged. Things do look gloomy to the owners 
of vessels, and there is little to base a bope on 
that there will be any material improvement 
this season. If there shalinot be achange for 
the better within a very short time it is very 
likely that many owners will put their crafts in 
ordinary, not again to go into commission until 
nextspring. As things now are such a course 
would be money in their pockets.

This, 
it is hoped, can be effected by cod ration 
between the municipal authorities and 
the different charitable pronetlaations and 
churches—by a thorough system of inquiry, 
by securing employment for those able to 
work, and by moral influence. It is proposed 
to have a central board and district bureaus, 
by a thorough understanding with the po- 
ce.

From Buffalo to Green Bay Rie 


The New Lighthouse at Colchester 
Reef. 

The construction of the new ligbtbouse at Col- 
chester Reef bas been going on steadily for some 
time, and the contractor, George J. Wilson. of 
Ottawa, UOnt., expects to have it ready for light- 
ing by the bth of November next. The mode 
of construction is somewhat new. A caisson 
made of thick boiler plate, and thirty-four feet 
in diameter and perfectly sound, with a heavy 
wooden water-tight bottom, will be sunk on the 
reel in twelve feet of water. In this caisson, 
which is perfectiy dry, the stonework will be 
built. The wall will be six feet in thickness, 
and of dressed biack stone, put together 
with Portiand cement. The outer part of 
the wall will be cemented to the sides of 
the caisson, and the bollow in the centre 
—twenty-two feet in diameter—will be filled 
with loose rock, while several hundred tons will 
be dumped outside around the caisson. The irou 
work will reach about ten feet above water 
level, and the stonework twenty-one feet above 
water. Above the caisson the stonework will 
be octagon in shape, and above it a frame tower 
will be erected, the top of which will be sixty- 
one feet above water. The caisson is now being 
put together at Amherstvurg, and when com- 
pleted will be towed to the reef and sunk, and 
the stonework begun immediately, The stone is 
from the Pelee isiand quarries ana is all dressed 
and ready for transportation to the reef. The 
timber for the tower is being got out at Am- 
herstburg, and will be ready when the masonry 
is finished. A fog-bell will be hung on the lake 
side of the tower, near the top.

The murder case of Thomas McLoughlin, 
who slew William Carter, was on. the 
calendar in Judge Moran’s court yes- 
terday, but at the request of the 
prisoner’s counsel, Messrs. O’Brien and 
Schissier, who were not ready for trial, and 
who besides are interested In the hog-steal- 
ing cases which come up for trial today, a 
continuance was granted until next term. 
ln the same court the indictments against 
Addison Snell and Ignatius Oooks, indicted 
as accessories after the fact to the 
murder of George McBride by Harry 
Gilmore in the doorway of the Wabash 
Pavilion March 15, 1881, was stricken 
off the docket with leavé Ww reinstate. 
Gilmore bas never been captured, and the 
probabilities of his capture at this late day 
are so slight that there remained no alterna- 
tive for the State’s Attorney save to dismiss 
the indictments. The Sturla murder case 
was to have come up also before Judge Mo- 
ran, but Mr. Trude, Sturla’s attorney, is also 
engaged upon the hog-stealing cases, and the 
ease will undoubtedly go over until the suc- 
ceeding term. The Jotn Will murder case 
was to have been brought to trial yesterday 
before Judge Hawes, but Augustus Van Bu- 
ren, prisoner’s counsel, sought for and was 
granted a continuance on the ground that 
many of the witnesses for the defense were 
Olio farmers, who could not very well get 
away from their farms until cold weather 
sets in. The case went over until the No- 
weet term, and was set for the 13th of that 
month. 

Before Judge Hawes: Thecase of John 
Hickey was continued by defendant. Rich- 
ard F. Buckley having been receutly indicted 
for burglary, came into court and renewed 
his bond of $1,500, with Patrick F. Buckley 
and Richard F. Buckley as sureties. The 
greater portion of the day was devoted to the 
trial of John ‘Thompson, the Desplaines 
farmer who shot out both the eyes of his 
neighbor; Christian Howard. The case was 
tried once before by a jury in Judge Gary’s 
court, and the jury, though it disagreed and 
was finally diseharged, stood almost 
unanimously in . favor of conviction 
and a penitentiary sentence. The 
evidence for .the prosecution has been ma- 
terially weakened since then bya curious 
prejudice of many of the witnesses against 
the poor old blind man. The jury after be- 
ing out some time returned for instructions, 
and shortly after 5 o’clock in the evening re- 
turned their verdict finding Thompson guilty 
of the second count only, which simply al- 
leges the misdemeanor of assault with in- 
tent to do bodily injury. Thompson, in de- 
fault of $2,000 bail, was sent to jail, The 
quarrel which led to Howard’s terrible mis- 
hap was occasioned by Thompson catching 
and beating with a_ stick Howard’. son, 
Kdward, He complained to his father, 
who started at once for Thompson’s house, 
accompanied by Edward and his married sis- 
ter. Finding Thompson, they soon went 
from angry words to blows, and ‘Thompson 
was getting the worst of the encounter, when 
he ran into the house and got the shotgun, 
which he fired jnto Howard’s face. He now 
claims that the gun went off ina sort of ac- 
cidental manner, but that even if it had been 
fired by him on purpose he had sufficient 
provocation to make the offense justifiable, 
as Lloward and son were beating him and the 
young woman was stabbing and cutting him 
with a knife. 

Before Judge Moran: George Howe 
pleaded guilty to petit larceny, and had his 
sentence eave d: William West, larceny, 
was foun guilty by a jury, who fixed the 
value of the property at $48 and the term of 
punishment at one yearin the penitentiary, 
whereupon his attorney entered a motion for 
anew trial. The jury in the case of John 
Howard and Thomas Patterson, larceny, 
were given leave to seal their verdict... They 
are charged with stealing five office bouks 
valued at $500 from the firm of Voss & Sny- 
dacker, of No. 124 Market street, which were 
found in a room where the two men were ar- 
rested by the detectives. They claimed that 
the books were brought there, and for aught 
they knew belonged toa friend of theirs who 
oceupied the room, and who accommodated 
them with free lodgings. They were unable, 
however, to clearly establish that such was 
the case.

NEIL O'BRIEN. 


He Tries the Rod-Pepper Racket on a 
Policeman. 

Neil O’Brien, the defaulting clerk of the 
Metropolitan Grain and Stock Exchange, 
who “did the concern up,” as itis charged, 
to the tune of about $2,700, and who was 
chased from city to city by the detectives, 
had an examination before Justice Prindi- 
ville yesterday, and was held to the Crim- 
inal Court in bonds of $300, Mr. A. 8. 
Trude appearing for the prosecution. The 
books were not introduced to show 
O’ Brien’s delinquencies, the young man be- 
ing held mainly on the confessions he made 
to the detectives after the arrest and upon 
the testimony of Mr. Peabody, 
the exchange, who detailed the circum- 
stances of O’Brien’ 8 flight and the discovery 
of the errors in the sheets. The prisoner 
could not give bail. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock last evening as 
Detective Patrick Tierney was conducting 
O’Brien to pm he made a desperate effort to 
escape by t rowing ahandfulof red pepper 
into the officer’s eyes. ‘Tierney was leading 
his man into the jail by the alley passage- 
way, and the attack took place just as he 
reached the small gate leading into the jail- 

yard. O’Brien ran south to Michigan street, 
thence east to La Sallie. south on La Salle to 
an alley, where he turned east, and where 
he was speedily brought to a halt 
by a bullet from Tierney’s revolver. Very 
fortunately for the detective only a very few 
grains of pepper, if any, went into his right 
eye, and by holding the left eye closed with 
one hand he was able to pursue the refugee 
and fire three shots at him asheran. His 
last shot O’Brien claims took effect in his 
lez, but as he able to walk back to the jail 
with his captors no one took the trouble to 
see how badly he was wounded, if at all. 
The red pepper went into Tierney’s nostrils 
and mouth, and worked down around his 
collar and undershirt, blistering him in vari- 
ous places and giving him a great deal of 
pain. Ordinarily Tierney is one of the most 
careful as well as one of the most reliable 
of policemen, but O’Brien completely 
duped him by his suavity of manner and 
good behavior during the day. The attempted 
escape was undoubtedly planned. during the 
day, when O’Brien’s brother and a gayly-at- 
tired young woman were permitted to visit 
him in the jail. The brother was suspicious- 
ly near at hand last evening, and called at 
the jail to make inquiry about his brother a 
few moments after the detective reached 
there with his prisoner. Tierney says 
pepper was passed to Neil by this brother in 
the hallway of Justice Prindiville’s office 
after the » preioeinary examination had been 
conclude The brother got away from the 
jail before his identity was discovered, but 
1€ will be arrested as SOOn as found.

‘NEARING THE END. 


Tracy Resigned to His Fate. 

Tracy remains as calm and collected as 
ever, and is evidently as resigned to his fate 
as any man could possibly be with death 
staring him straight in the face. He sleeps 
well, but not at{ regular intervals, eats with 
a relish, and throughout the long night hours 
entertains the bailiff watching over him with 
war reminiscences, anecdotes, stories, and 
matters of general gossip. lle sat up with 
Bailiff Parker until 5o’cloex yesterday morn- 
ing, and then slept until nearly noon. As 
was expected, the number of visitors at the 
jail yesterday was very larg, but Tracy’s 
wishes that no one be permitted to annoy 
him was suflicieyt to cause an order from 
Jailer Folz that no one be admitted to see 
him unless it was some friend to whom Tracy 
had given interviews before. — Mr. Dodge, of 
the Prisoner’s Aid Association, called, and 
was admitted, but he had no new hope to 
vifer the condemned man. Tie TRIBUNE 
reporter asked Tracy if he had heard from 
Salomon, orif he had any hope ot the Su- 
preme Court taking any action. 

“Oh. 1 am satisfied,” said he, “as to what 
the result will be, and have been all along. 
Ifmy taking off will accomplish anything 
towards restoring order in this wicked city 
lam willing to be the sacrifice. But they 
willfind out some day Ldied an innocent 
man.”

THE LOTTERY FAKIRS. 


All Discharged Except One, Who Ap- 
pears to Be the Scapecoat, 

The lottery cases, after hanging fire since 
Aug. 18, when the police raided the principal 
policy-shops of the city, were finally disposed 
of. yesterday by Justice Drindiyille. In the 
case against LB. Frank Moore, the evidence, 
it may be recollected, was all heard about 
two weeks ago. The arguments were heard 
yesterday in this case, and Mr. A. 8S. Trude, 
for the defense, made the point that to secure 
the conviction of any of the defendants it 
would have to be proved that they had sold the 
tickets. Justice Prindiville took the same view 
of the case, and, as no such proof had been 
offered against Mr. Meore, he was dis- 
charged. itt was aclerk (not arrested) who 
sold the tickets purchased by representatives 
of the prosecution at Moore’s place. C. H. 
Cronkhite, Moore’s bookkeeper, was dis- 
charged, as were aiso H. I. Shopley and Al- 
bert Phillips. The only defendant against 
whom, according to the,opinion of the court, 
a case had been made out was J. H. Cook, of 
the office of the Commonwealth Distribution 
Company, Room 4, No. 162 Washington 
street. It being proven that Cook bad, in 
person, sold tickets, he was held to the 
Criminal Court in bonds of $1,000, 


A. C. HESING. 


His Friends Will Rejoice to Know He 
is All Bight. 

At noon yesterday Mr. A. C. Hesing’s fam- 
ily received letters from him and his nephew, 
Augast Arck, written at the mine on Gabilan 
Range on Aug. According to these 
letters Mr. Hesing and his nephew had 
just returned from Oposura, about 
twenty-five miles from -the mines, without 
meeting with any adventures. Messrs. 
Chord and Noble were alsosafely at Gabilan, 
together with the freight they went out to 
get. The mine was running full blast. Mr. 
Hesing had also just received a letter from 
the General commanding in that part of 
Sonoro informimg him that the Apaches were 
all outof Sonoro. ‘These letters settle al! 
doubtasto Mr. Jlesing’s safety, since the 
dispatches reporting his death and that of 
Arek, Chord, and Noble ali gave the 19th or 
4th of August. The letters contain not the 
slightest allusion to any fact throwing light 
as to the origin of the rumors. 


RACE PRE JUDICE. 


Exeltement at Kast St. Louis Growing 
Out of the Color Line Being Drawn in 
the Schools. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 12.—Great excitement ex- 
ists in East St. Louis on the question of 
whether colored children shall be sent to the 
public schools where white children are 
taught. The trouble has been cuiminating 
for some time. During vacation the School 
Board selected a site for a school building for 
colored children, located between the rail- 
road tracks. The colored peopie objected to 
this location and threatened to send their 
children to school with the whites. Yester- 
day at the opening of the schools colored 
children applied for admission in white 
schools, but the principals refused to admit 
them. ‘The excitement grew apace, and the 
board ordered school to be closed for the 
day. Last night several street fights oc- 
curred, and today the schools were again 
opened. A few white children presented 
themselves, but the colored ones were again 
on hand, and vesterday’s action was repeated. 
Some teachers left their schools, and finally 
the schools were again closed for the re- 
mainder of the day. The board had in the 
meantime rented a building to serve as a 
school for colored children, but the col- 
ored people would not send their 
children there, claiming the right to 
have them enrolled in white schools, 
Fights oecurred between white and colored 
children this morning. The excitement is 
growing, and it is not known how the matter 
will terminate,
